It 
was Christmas Eve and 
a handlul of people were 


gathered in a nameless ham- 
let 
In Indiana to exchange 


greetings and gilts. 
It was 


customary at these gatherings 
to discuss problems of mutual 
Interest.

night, an hour's debate on what 
to name the rapidly growing 
community hart been fruitless. 
Then, in the midst of the de- 
bate, the village Santa Claus, 
laden with gifts, walked in. 
Right there an idea was born 
In the minds of the people, and 
the name, Santa Claus, Ind., 
was given official sanction.

for homes. They are listed in 
the telephone book as Paul & 
Boonc Display Decor. (Boone 
is Margaret's maiden name.) 


'W'HEY use two methods, plas- 
•"• tlclne mold and good old 
chicken wire, in making dis- 


play figures for windows. 
In 


the first method they mold and 
sculp a design from plasticine 
clay, which is a clay impregna- 
ted with oil, Then they make 
a plaster of Paris cast, After 
that come papier rnache, a pe- 
riod In the sun to dry, appli- 
cation of casein paint, sanding 
and the final application of 
pure artists' colors. 


In the second method, they 


first build a wooden armature, 
if the figure needs strength. 
Then, with or without the arm- 
ature, they go ahead with 
chicken wire, covering the wire 
design with strips of tissue 
paper dampened in wallpaper 
paste.

'W'HE old proverb, "you can't 
* tell a book by its cover," 
still rings true. By the same 
token, you can't tell a gift by 
its wrapping. The super de 
luxo packages you see are 
often the work of professional 
gift wrappers but with some 
basic knowledge, plus a little 
practice, and a supply of the 
necessary materials, you, too, 
can do a superb job. 


To 
facilitate 
wrapping a 


handsome package, it's practi- 
cal to keep a supply of gift- 
wrapping materials handy in a 
special box or drawer. These 
should include fancy wrapping 
papers, pretty ribbons, lace- 
paper doilies, spool wire, scotch 
tape, and little white gift cards 
to be enclosed with each gift. 
The wrapping papers should 
represent a good selection of 
patterns and colors—some may 
even have special birthday or 
holiday motifs. The most ver- 
satile and economical of all 
gift-wrapping papers, however, 
are the new all-over pattern

shelf-lining papers with the • 
plastic-chrome finish.

Before you start the outside

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lining a box. You may have to 
pleat the doilies In the center 
for a better fit. Then fold the 
ends over the gift. 
If it's a 


square, it may look more ef- 
fective placed eater-corner with 
the points extending beyond the 
sides of the box and then fold- 
ed over the gift. Although the 
lacy luxuriousness of paper 
doilies make them the most 
desirable of box liners, tissue 
paper may be substituted in 
very large packages. Be sure 
to always enclose a gift card 
before wrapping the package. 
riPHE! first step t o w a r d a 
•*• handsome gift wrap is a 
neatly papered box. To do this, 
cut the paper so that It is long 
enough to go around the -box 
with an overlap of about an 
inch and a half, and wide 
enough to leave short lengths 
extending at either end. 
In 


wrapping paper around a box, 
get a skin-tight fit by secur- 
ing one end of the paper to the 
box with scotch tape or paste. 
Secure the overlapping piece 
the same way. Since fine wrap- 
ping is like fine sewing, raw 
edges should be avoided. So, 
before you secure the second 
part of the paper, fold the raw 
edge under. Next, fold in the 
ends at the sides. To do this, 
crease the paper with your fin- 
gers. Fold the top flap down, 
the bottom flap up, and secure 
the flaps in place. 


The above-mentioned routine 


applies to the usual square or 
oblong box. 
A round box is 


•wrapped the same way except 
for the ends. To make neat 
ends on a round package, make 
pleats facing in one direction. 
Iron them down firmly with 
your fingers and secure in 
place. 


A special problem in 
gift 


wrapping occasionally arises 
when a gift comes without a 
box—a doll, a tea kettle, a vase, 
for example. You can lick this 
problem by wrapping the gift 
first in tissue paper and then 
rolling it in corrugated paper. 
Then proceed to wrap'like any 
other package, folding down 
the ends the same way as for 
a round package.

N NORTH MAIN Street, 


in Los Angeles, there's 
a 
shabby 
three-story 


building, adjoining the old Pico 
House. At the top it's marked 
as the "First Theatre" of Los 
Angeles. It is true that its sec- 
ond floor was the first room 
in the pueblo actually planned 
to be used for staging plays; 
however, in earlier times, plays 
had been given at other places. 


Los Angeles was settled by 


people with a flair for the dra- 
matic. The early Californians 
had their gay fiestas, and at 
Christmas, such r e l i g i o u s 
dramas as Los Pastores and 
La Pastorela. On Good Friday, 
a play about Judas' Iscariot, 
was presented at the old Plaza. 


The first professional plays 


staged in Los Angeles were 
produced by American soldiers 
stationed here during the Mexi- 
can War. In the group were 
some former actors (including 
C. E. Bingham) who trained 
their fellow soldiers who, when 
coming around the Horn, gave 
dramas on shipboard. In 1848 
and 1849 American soldiers 
played near the Antonio Core- 
nel adobe in such old favorites 
as "The Marble Statue," "The 
Idiot Witness" (or "A Tale of 
Blood") and "The Golden 
Farmer." The latter had two 
endings and the actors could 
take their choice of the tragic 
or happy one. Also two acts 
of "Hamlet" were given (there 
was even a trapdoor through

Company of San 
Francisco, 


headed by the well known 
actors, Sarah and James Stark. 
Turnverein Hall on Spring St. 
between Second and Third St. 
served during the 70s and 80s 
as a social hall and theater, 
where both amateur and pro- 
fessional plays were given. 


In 1869 after Pio Pico had 


built his famous Pico House, 
Mercedes Garcia Abbott, the 
fiery Spanish wife of a Yankee 
storekeeper, William Abbott, 
was jealous about Pico's "sky- 
scraper." So she had her hus- 
band erect a building next to 
it, and she insisted on a coping 
that would make it appear to 
be higher than its neighbor. 


William Abbott had a store 


on the first floor, while his 
family used the third story as 
their home. The Abbotts defi- 
nitely furnished the second 
floor as a theater, and named 
it the Merced, for Mrs. Abbott. 
Early in the 70s it was the 
major theater of Los Angeles, 
but 
nowadays this 
shabby 


structure gives us indication 
that the most elite Angelenos 
once patronized the entertain- 
ments given here. 


A stairway led directly to it 


from the sidewalk; there was a 
marquee to the curb, so that 
on rainy evenings the well- 
dressed theatergoers could 
alight from their carriages and 


enter the theater without get- 
ting wet. 
rsPHE MERCED could seat 
•*• about 400; It had four 
small boxes with plush drapes, 
and its stage was only 12 by 
16 feet, with tiny dressing 
rooms. 


In 1871 a "barnstormer," 


McKee Rankin, with his at- 
tractive and talented wife, Kit- 
ty Blanchard, and other pro- 
fessionals from Tom Maguire's 
noted San Francisco Theater, 
delighted audiences at the Mer- 
ced with such dramas as "Col- 
leen Bawn," "Fanchon" and 
"Rip Van Winkle." In those 
days, when actors spent sev- 
eral weeks in one place, they 
had to be decidedly versatile, 
able to sing, dance and "shine" 
in comedy, tragedy, or burles- 
que, since they had to play 
everything from the classics 
to "Ten Nights in a Barroom." 


These troupes often featured 


"child wonders," for juvenile 
actors were very popular with 
audiences of the time. For ex- 
ample, Fay Templeton (who 
later made a big^hit in New 
York with Weber and Fields) 
played the Merced, when she 
was only eight. 


The Bates Troupe, including 


Mr. and Mrs. Frank Bates 
(parents of the noted actress, 
Blanche Bates) were well re- 
ceived at the Merced.

which the ghost disappeared!). 


After the Army was mus- 


tered out, Los Angeles had an 
amateur group—"The Rough 
and Ready Theater," during the 
early 50s. Spanish players also 
gave plays in their own lan- 
guage. 


In 1859 Abel Stearns built his 


Arcadia Block, and in its sec- 
ond floor, named Stearns Hall, 
a few traveling companies gave 
entertainments. The t r o u p e 
that -made the biggest hit here 
was Joe Murphy and his "Mam- 
moth Variety Company." Even 
standing room was sold out. 
WOHN TEMPLE, not to be 
" o u t d o n e by his rival, 
Stearns, built the City Market 
House in 1860. For a few years, 
until the space was needed for 
county courts, the second floor 
was used from time to time 
for dramatic presentations. The 
theater was opened in 1860 by 
the famous Stark and Ryer

Rhododendrons will .please 


any gardener, and the list of 
good varieties 
grows 
every 


year. There are white, lemon- 
yellow, rosy crimson, soft yel- 
low, bright crimson and other 
colors available. 


There are several beautiful 


varieties of deciduous magno- 
lias commonly called Chinese 
magnolias which anyone would 
like to find on his front porch 
or terrace on Christmas morn- 
ing. The best varieties include 
saucer magnolia, M. Soulan- 
geana Lennei with large rosy- 
purple-and-white 
flowers, 
M, 


stellata, M. Veitchii, which is 
still quite rare, with pale pink 
flowers, and the much-publi- 
cized M. Campbellil with large 
rosy flowers. 


Dahpnes are fine for mild- 


climate gardeners, the best be- 
ing Daphne odora, a winter- 
blooming variety. D. Cneroum 
makes a good rock garden plant 
for colder climates. 


Don't overlook the heathers. 


Erica carnea will flower dur- 
ing the holiday season, and 
there are several varieties avail- 
able in rosy-pink, c r i m s o n , 
white, etc. 


For gardeners who live in 


frost-free areas, consider the 


subtropicals 
such as Meyer 


lemon, that little dwarf which 
is a prolific bearer; Rangpur 
lime with its dense, glistening 
foliage, fragrant flowers, and 
tart fruit; the kumquat, which 
is a small round-headed tree of 
five 
feet 
with 
small 
fruit 


about the size of an olive; 
Dancy tangerine; Satsuma /or- 
ange; lemon and strawberry 
guava; and dwarf double red- 
flowering pomegranate. - 


Berried shrubs are always ac- 


ceptable. High on the list, of 
course, are the pyracanthas, es- 
pecially G r a b e r' s iirethorn. 
Cotoneasters, h o l l i e s , snow- 
berry, etc., are all good. 


keep the Christmas spirit alive 
far a long time to come. 


The so-called garden gadgets 


are not to be confused with 
gewgaws or that sort of thing. 
They are, for the most part, 
very practical and labor-saving. 
Many of the new garden tools 
are precision Instruments, guar- 
toed to last a lifetime; while 
the initial cost is comparatively 
low the recipients ot these 
gifts may find them a most 
valuable and lasting possession. 


At one time, not so long ago 


cither, spraying was considered 
an irksome task. 
In those 


clays the 
amateur gardener 


wore himself out with a huge 
tank fastened to his back ac- 
compained by some strenuous 
pumping in an effort to build 
up pressure. But with the mod- 
ern sprayer the pressure is 
generated through a watering 
hose. The sprayer is attache*! 
to the end of the hose, the 
proper concentrate being placed 
inside the container. Then the 
water is turned on and the 
pressure siphons up the con- 
centrate, mixing it with the 
water in the proper proportion. 
That sort of a sprayer will 
prove a most welcome gift. 


The lazy gardener, especially 


if he lacks a sprinkling system, 
will react favorably to receiv- 
ing a spike sprinkler or a re- 
volving one. Some of the mod- 
ern types actually will spray 
in a square pattern. This makes 
it possible for the gardener to 
relax in his easy chair while 
sufficient moisture is distrib- 
uted by an automatic sprinkler. 
Thcru are many styles from 
which to choose. 


•COIL SOAKERS are also a 
^ valuable gift. They consist 
of a canvas tube that looks 
very much like a water hose. 
But the canvas is porous, allow- 
ing the moisture to seep out 
and onto the ground. The soak- 
er, is of course just placed 
on the surface of the soil. This 
is a splendid gadget for water- 
ing during windy days.

bine beauty with practicality. 
They- are quite rigorous and 
can tolerate a great deal of 
rough treatment. You can ac- 
tually bounce them on the 
ground and they will not spring 
a leak; nor will they become 
rusty with exposure to the 
elements. The price is nominal, 
yet the plastic watering cans 
will last for many years.

that will please your gardening 


friends at Christmas time in- 
clude: Velvet-grip trowel with 
a curved handle to eliminate 
blisters; precision hose nozzle 
with shut-off valve on the noz- 
zle; lawn edger with rubber 
wheel and metal spring that 
creates tension and allows for 
ease of handling; dispenser reel 
of liquid plant food in indi- 
vidual p a c k e t s ; lightweight 
hose reel that keeps hose from 
being damaged on the ground.

Silvery all year long, Leuca- 


dendron argenteum is one of 
the most remarkable specimens 
of Christmas trees imaginable. 
The botanical name actually 
means "silvery-white tree." The 
lovely 
silvery 
sheen 
comes 


from the soft, silky, glistening 
hairs that cover the foliage. 


This cone-bearing tree, native 


to the area on top of Table 
Mountain 
in 
South 
Africa, 


thrives well only in two places 
—in the vicinity of the Cape of 
Good Hope and in Southern 
California from the Lompoc 
Valley to San Diego. It should 
be much more popularly culti- 
vated than it is since it is more 
at home in the Southland than 
in its own native habitat. 


The silver tree is usually a 


small tree although some have 
attained a height of 40 feet. 
The site should be free from 
frost, the soil drainage perfect^ 
and a steady amount of mois- 
ture given all year. Given this 
good care, it should surprise 


' and delight anyone who sees 


its unique beauty. 


The tree enjoys coastal con- 


ditions. Remarkable specimens 
are seen along the coast. There

The 
taxpayer 
must make 


an allocation on a reasonable 
basis showing what part of 
the $36,000 investment applies 
to the residence and what part 
Is allooable to the farm exclud- 
ing the res'dcnce. If this alloca- 
tion shows, for example, that 
$16,000 Is applied to the resi- 
dence and its site, and $20,000 
Is allocated to the farm, the 
entire $20,000 allocated to the 
farm would be taxable, 


Purchase of a duplex or 


larger rental building with pro- 
ceeds of the sale of an owner- 
occupied 
home 
Involves the 


same kind of allocation of the 


reinvested proceeds to deter- 
mine the taxpayer's position.

sold at an increased value, the 
gain recognized for taxation is 
that realized in sale of the 
first home. Thus, If a taxpayer 
paid $15,000 for a home in 1928, 
sells it in 1951 for $25,000. and 
purchases another home for 
$8000, the gain taxed would be 
$10,000. 


Commissions paid in the sale 


of an owner-occupied home may 
not be deducted from the sale 
price in calculating the owner's 
tax position when proceeds are 
reinvested in another home for 
his occupancy. The realized 
sale price, before deducting 
commission, must 
be used. 


However, any commission paid 
in the purchase of the new 
home may be included in calcu- 
lating the purchase price. 


Effect of the new law is to 


defer tax liability, the Realtors' 
Washington Committee points 
•out. If at some future time the 
new home is sold and the pro- 
ceeds are not reinvested in a 
home, the capital gains tax 
would be figured on the old 
basis.

The enthusiasm of the natural- 
ist is tempered with scientific 
acumen but there are some 
amazing passages suggestive of 
But-rough, Muir and Hudson. 
There are scenes of peculiar 
intimacy: The scrap of a hum- 
mingbird with a six-inch owl, 
the tussle of two kingfishers in 
and out of a stream. The inti- 
mate quality of the text is com- 
plimented by the to-life draw- 
ings and startling water color 
reproductions. 
Sutton is cura-
